29. That on the dates and at the locations set 
forth in paragraph 10, 11 and 12, the acts of Defendant 
Robert J. Vehoski were extreme and outrageous in particular 
the: 

a. touching, rubbing and massaging of 
Plaintiff's back, thighs, buttocks and penis, 

b. false imprisonment , 

c. use of force , assertion of authority in
